A MAMMOTH SUIT. 


The St. Joseph & St. Louls Railroad Com- 
pany’s Claim Against Jay Gould. 


A suit for $400,000 damages was filedin the 
Circuit Court this afternoon by the St. Joseph 
& St. Louis Railroad Company against the St. 
Louts, Iron Mountain & Southern Railroad 
Company and the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Company. In j 76 the St. Joseph & St. Louis 
Road was leased to the St. Louis, Kansas City 
& Northern Road for a term of ninety- 
nine years, the rental being fixed at 
$10,000 for the first two years, $35,000 for the 
third, fourth and fifth years and 30 per cent of 
the gross earnings subsequently. In 1879 the 
Wabash consolidation with the Kansas City & 
Northern took place, the Wabash assuming all 
obligations of the K. C. & N., and in 1883 a 
leuse Was effected between the 
Wabash and the Iron Mountain Rajl- 
road Companies. Under that leasehold 
arrangement itis alleged that the Iron Moun- 
tain and the Missouri Pacific assumed all the 
obligations of the prior leaseholds, and the 
Missouri Pacific operated the St. Joseph & St.

There is little doubt but that the exten- 
sion of the Denver, Memphis & Atlantic will 
be pushed to completion. Exactly what route 
the road will take east of Memphis cannot 
now be stated. But itis not likely that the 
Huntingdon will give up the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio, but there is a direct 
route to Norfolk by the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia & Georgia Railway, which runs to Bris- 
tol, and the Norfolk & Western, which has 
been completed to Bristol from Norfolk. The 
extension of this line to the South is now being 
pushed. The completion of this road will 
make Mr. Gould to a certain extent independ- 
ent of St. Louis, and will give bim a grip on 
new Southern and Western territory which 
is bound to increase rapidly in value. More 
than this, the harbor at Norfolk and Newport 
News is one of the finest in this country, and 
vossels can be handied there at the smallest 
possible cost.

THE PHYSIOIAN USED MORPHINE, 


John Foley Makes a Startling Statement 
Concerning His Brother’s Death. 


John Foley, a saioon-keeper at No. 309 South 
Second street, called at the Coroner’s office 
this morning and requested that an inquest be 
held on his brother, Dan Foley,whom he claims 
was killed by the unskilful treatment of a 


physician. He stated that his brother was 24 
rears of age and had been employed by him as 
a barkeeper. The young man was stout and 
strong and had always enjoyed the best of 
health. Wednesday evening he went to his 
room at No. 884 South Eighth street, 
complaining of an earache, and at 10 
o’clock yesterday morning a hysician 
was called in to attend him. The 
doctor, he alleges, administered hyperdermic 
injections of morphine into his patient’s left 
arm, and Foley became unconscious, so his 
brother states, and remained in a comatose 
condition until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when he died. Drs. Kier and Loftus were 
called in the afternoon, sometime before the 
patient’s death, but pronounced his 
case hopeless. His brother says they 
pronounced the injection of mor- 
phine a mistake and used antidotes to en- 
deavor to offset the effect of the opiate. Their 
labors were useless, however, and the patient 
died as stated. This was the stor as the 
brother related itto Deputy Coroner Hennessy. 
He said he wanted an inquest held on the body, 
and a post-morten examination made, ashe 
felt positive that the physician was responsible 
for the young man’s death. Deputy Coroner 
Hennessy said he would investigate the mat- 
ter.

As the quid pro quo 
does not appear satisfactory, there is a great 
probability that the bill will be defeated. The 
bill recites the history of the acquisition of the 
property, and, asa piece of law-making, has 
not had its equal introduced durin, the pres- 
ent session of the Municipal Assembly. 
The Sani Committee of the Coun- 
cil will probably report to-night 
of the bill increasing the salary of the Superin- 
tendent of the Poor-house, cutting the pro- 
posed raise of $400 off the extra salaries of 
the Superintendent of the City Hospital and 
the Superintendent of the Female Hospital.

A Toad’s Intelligence. 


From the Atlanta Constitution. 

Iwas one day digging up a tree with 
Prof. Bardwell in order to transplant it, 
says Thomas Hill, D. D., a paper 
read in an Eastern city. Two ot 
three other professors stood looking on, 
and I called their attention to an old toad 
near by and advised them to watch him. 
They laughed, but on m questioning 
them confessed they had never seen a toat 
eat. I threw him some small earth 
worms as we threw them up with the 
—— The professors were as delighted as 
children to see the dexterity with which 
he — — them up. Presently I turned 
up with one spadeful of earth an enorm- 
ous earthworm. I threw it to the toad 
and observed in him the most decided 
evidence of reasoning power and exec 
tive ability that I ever saw in an animal, 
At first he watched, as a toad alway 
will in the case of a large worm, the tw 
ends alternately, in order to see whid 
was the head. The worm is rough om 
way and smooth the other, therefore bi 
head can be put down the toad’s throat 
easier than the tail end, and cannot be 
pulled out half so easily. 

When my toad had decided which was 
the head he transferred it by one fispof 
his tongue to his stomach, and instantly 
nip is jaws tight together. The maj 
part of the worm bein the air, writbe 
about and twisted itself around the toad 
head The toad waited until the coil w 
loosed, and then gulped down half an ind 
more of the worm, and took a fresh 
with his jaws.

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A BAD CHANGE. 


A numerously signed petition” for al- 
most anything can be gotten up in a city 
of 400,000 inhabitants, and it is probably 
true that a petition for the repeal of the 
internal revenue laws has been presented 
in the Senate andis ‘‘numerously mgned 
by merchants and manufacturers of St. 
Louis.” Our brewers, distillers and to- 
bacco firms alone are a numerous, re- 
spectable and influential body of men, 
and if they think a repeal of the internal 
revenue laws would greatly increase their 
already immense trade, they can easily 
forward such a petition. 

But very much more ‘“‘numerously 
signed petitions’ against any such repeal 
would be forwarded from this city if 
necessary. The excise on malt liquors, 
wine, spirits and tobacco isa tax on the 
consumption of luxuries and is volun- 
tarily paid by those who consume them. 
More than twenty years’ experience has 
shown that the trade can not only carry 
this tax easily, but that it can grow and 
flourish under it, the burden being 
widely distributed over the country and 
borne by those only who, apparently, do 
not feel it and who are under no compul- 
sion to pay a cent of it. 

On the other hand, the abolition of in- 
ternal-revenue taxes means the imposi- 
tion of equivalent taxes upon the con- 
sumption of necessaries by the great mass 
of the people. It means the substitution 
of a compulsory for a voluntary tax. It 
would leave luxury and vice untaxed and 
impose further and more onerous burdens 
on labor and on the cost of supporting the 
laboring man’s family. We believe that 
an overwhelming majority of the people 
of all sections and parties are, and should 
be, opposed to any such change. 

— — — — 
CAPITAL REMOVAL. 

Of course the question of removing the 
State capital from Jefferson City comes 
up with each session of the Legislature, 
and of course everyone agrees thatif the 
State capital were to be located now it 
would not be located at Jefferson City. 
All the reasons for locating it there have 
long since disappeared, and all the incon- 
veniences remain to remind us of the mis- 
take. 

The question of cost should cut a very 
small figure in the question of removal. 
With the exception of the residence of the 
Governor there is no State improvement 
at Jefferson City which is not worse than 
worthless. The dead loss caused by the 
removal would be only a few thousand 
dollars. It would be less in amount than 
the bonus offered by small towns to secure 
the location of car shops. 

The real difficulty is the strength of the 
little Jefferson City ring and the absence 
of unity among those who favor removal. 
The local jealousies which defeated the 
choice of every location selected for the 
Branch Penitentiary would undoubtedly 
prevent the friends of removal from 
uniting on any plan, and these influences 
will leave the State indefinitely exposed 
to the nuisance of the present situation. 

If all those who favor the removal could 
agree on the selection of some such city as 
Sedalia it would be a great gain te the 
State. And should the move be made it 
should be done without any bonus or 
bargaining of any kind. When the State 
of Missouri changes its seat of permanent 
government it should do it without being 
hired to do it.

There is no more common spectacie in the 
City of New York than the heroism of the fire- 
men, but it is one which constantly excites 
gratitude and admiration. They are in and 
over the house in a moment. At every door 
and window and on the reof, rapidly, in- 
telligentiy and effectively they are at 
work. On the coldest day in winter, 
with every drop of water freezing where 
it falls, with every foothold slippery and 
insecure, they are climbing ladders and stand- 
ing upon silis and leaning from the edge of 
roofs without a railing, drawing up hose and 
cutting away obstructions of every kind en- 
veloped in clouds of smoke, but tranquilly 
fighting the fire with such order and pre- 
cision that their success is always apparently 
assured. 

Of the constant imminent peril every spec- 
tator is aware. A little too thick a volume of 
smoke, a miscaiculation of the tenacity of a 
floor, a slip, a falling brick or piece of plaster— 
any one of athousand obvious and increasing 
chances—and the flreman is gone. But how 
extraordinary his mastery of the risks, and 
how wise as well as brave his conduct, the 
records of the department show. It is a daily 
exhibition of pluck and intelligence,a ceaseless 
public service, which deserves ceaseless 
record and acknowledgment. Those who 
lament the decay of heroism, and find the life 
of to-day and its stories commonplace, need 
only to follow an engine to a fire in New York 
to see that courage and skill have not de- 
parted with the good old times, if only the 
eye is sharp enough to recognize Bayard and 
Sidney in a fireman.

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THE OPERATIO MYSTERY WHIOH u EX- 
OITING THE MUSICAL WOBLD, 


Same Account of the New Work—Care Taken 
te Keep the Seare and Libretto Secret— 
The Greatest Effort of the Composer—Two 
New German Theaters in New York— 
Rumors Concerning the Sale of the Na- 
tienal Opera Company Denied—Amuse- 
ment Notes. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
PaRIS, January 21.—No musical work was 
ever mposed which has caused so much 
tro and worriment to the critics and lovers 
of melody in advance as Verdi’s new opera 
Otello. Not a bar ot the score has been 
heard outside the composer’s study, or by 
ears other than those of artists who are bound 
to the great maestro by such strong ties of 
friendship and self interest that they 
can de trusted to do his bidding 
and not petray his confidence. Journalists 
and amateurs in Italy and France have been 
besieging singers and publishers for months 
to learn something of the nature of the new 
opera, but their efforts have been baffled in 
almost every direction, and ‘‘Otello’’ is prac- 
tically asealed book to the general public, 
and is likely to remain so until Verdi and his 
librettist condescend to break the seal on the 
night of its first performance, which will take 
place at La Scala, in Milan, on the 10th of 
February next. Verdi has allotted the task of 
supplying an English translation of the libret- 
to to the musical critic of the London Times. 
While the story of the jealous Moor is fairly 
followed in the libretto, the principal charac: 
ter of Verdi’s work is Iago,and not Otello, 
asin Rossini’s early work bearing the same 
title. The impression bas been widely spread 
that there will be no ballet divertissement in 
the new opera, and Verdi has taken no pains 
to contradict the report. It has been learned, 
however, that the report fe incorrect. There 
is to be a ballet, perhaps not a grand ballet as 
that phrase is usually interpreted, but a di- 
vertissement incidental to the action of the 
opera. Regarding the music all that is known 
is of a general character. In ‘‘Otello’’ Verdi 
has invented a new style, and the composi- 
tion is entirely different from that displayed 
in his Aida. It ig understood that 
there are numerous airs in ‘‘Otello’’ 


overfiowing with melody and if M. Victor 
Maurei is not over-enthusiastic fn his asser- 
tions, more pleasure will be derived from 
‘*‘Otello’’ by admirers of harmony than bas 
ever been known in Aida,“ which is saying 
a great deal. Maurel says it is the most per- 
fect of Verdi’s works. t is a flood of melod 
from beginning toend. One sings always an 
ever melodiously and there is no useless scat- 
tering of vocal forces. The most beautiful ef- 
fects are obtained by the simplest means. He 
asserts that for the last decade no work has 
been heard on the lyric stage which will in 
any sense approach ‘‘Oteilo.’’ 

In Milan the excitement over the coming 
roduction increases asthe time for witness- 
ng the opera approaches. The Teatro della 

Scala, Milan, in which the representation will 
be given, is the largest theater in Europe with 
the single exception of the San Carlo at 
Naples. It was built in 1778 on the site ofa 
ehurch, raised by Beatrice Scala, wife of 
Barnabo Visconti, and its stage has been the 
scene of the triumphs ofthe leading artiste of 
the century. The interior arrangements are 
very tine. The house has sixtiersof boxer, 
most of which are private with small rooms at 
each end, and 3,600 spectators can be accom- 
modated. The stage is65 feet deep and the 
length of the building from the frontof the 
centre box to curtain is 9% feet, the width 
being 73 feet.

THE FIRST SKIRMISH. 


The Tilden Heirs and the Bill Before the 
New York Assembly. 


ALBANY, N. Y., January 21.—A skirmish be- 
tween the heirs of the late Samuel J. Tilden 
and the executors of his will occurred yes- 
terday in the hearing before the Assembly 
judiclary committee on the bill incorporating 
the Tilden trust. Executors Andrew H. 
Green and Robert Smith were present with 
their counsel, Lewis Cass Ledyard, to 


urge that the bili be reported favorably 
upon at once. Counsellor James Oliver of New 
York appeared for Samuel J. Tilden, Jr,, and 
asked for an adjournment of two weeks, or 
until the executors had filed an answer to the 
suit brought by the heirs to have a judicial 
construction put upon section 35 of the will 

which provides for the free public library and 
creates thetrust. The heirs claim that the 
section is void and invalidates the will because 
of its ambiguity. Mr. Oliver said there was 
no hurry to pass the trust bill, and al- 
though the eirs intended, if the will 
was deciared void, to deed over to the 
city the Tilden mansion on Gramercy 
park with its contents, the books and — 
at Greystone and endow a free publio library 
with $8,000,000 or $4,000,000, they objected to the 
rushing through of the trust bill until the ex- 
ecutors had filed an answer to their omnes, 
now before the court. He explained that there 
might be something in the executors’ answer 
that would put a different light on the 
matter.

THE JERSEY CITY TRAGEDY. 


The Four Pinkerten Men Arraigned for 
Murder and Remanded. 


Jursry Crrr, N. J., January 21.—The four 
Pinkerton men arrested last night for killing 
Thomas Hogan, the 16-year-old boy, were ar- 
raigned in the Gregory Street Police Court at 
8 o’clock this morning. Their names are 
Thomas Sheehy, Morton Moriarity, Daniel 
Oahbill and Samuel A. Neff. Ex-Mayor Gilbert 
Collins appeared for the prisoners and ex- 


Judge John A. McGrath for the State. Detective 
Pearson stated that he was directed by the 
chief to prefer a charge of murder against the 
four men. Counselior Collins said that he 
thought the charge should be more explicit in 
view of the fact that the charge of murder 
could only lie against one of the prisoners. 
Judge McGrath called James Stewart of No. 
184 Madison street, Hoboken. He pointed to 
Bheehy, and said: ‘‘That’s the man. Imme- 
diately Mayor Collins requested that the prie- 
oners be rewanded for further examination 
until he was able to confer with them. The 
Judge remanded the prisoners. An additional 
charge was preferred against Neff of assault 
and battery upon a 10-year-old te named 
Casey, living on Fourteenth street, this city. 

A number of witnesses were p uced, who 
testified that at noon yesterday, at the scene 
of the murder, they saw Neff huri bis club at 
ap of boys on the ice near the coal yards. 
The club struck young Casey. Neff then 
drew bis revolver and poin it at the boys. 
Jugde Stilson held the prisoner in $300 bail to 
await the action of the Grand-jury.

THE CHAMPION’S ARM 


Is Broken and He Will be Unable to Fight 
for Six Months.

“Articles of an unusual character are 
only found in the ashes and swill refuse. 
Ladies washing dishes will * rings in 
the swill, and by the time they have 
missed them the swill will be on 
its way to the dumping-ground or the 
piggeries. Diamonds from earrings and 
rings are lost in the same manner. In 
London the contract for ee ashes 
and swill is awarded to the highest bidder. 
The method employed by the contractor 
to ascertain whether any articles of value 
are contained in the rubbish is a novel 
one. The carts are dumped on a screen, 
which, after having become filled, is ele- 
vated into the air. A dozen men dressed 
in rubber suits, without pockets, are set 
to work on the screen. These men go 
over the ashes and offal carefully, 
and in case anything valuable is 
found it is turned over at once to the con- 
tractor or superintendent As the work- 
men wear pocketless clothing, they can 
secure nothing about their persons. After 
the ashes have been thoroughly screened 
they are covered, and a new lot examined. 
Some years ago a London contractor, 
who had charge of the work, published a 
list of articles found in the dumping- 
grounds. The listincluded every article 
imaginable, and filled a pamphlet of 
twenty pages.

MYSTERIES OF HIS LABORATORY IN-THE

Bed Devils Who Danced While They Tor. 
tured a White Man.

Col. Shelley (Mexican Joe) was one 
the earliest American settlers in old Ohne 
huahua * A large ranch in the 
Sanos Valley. o imported the first Jer. 
seys and Durham cattle into the country 
and had a flourishing ranch when ti, 
most terrible trial of his life took place, 
“One day I was out on a solitary prow) 
amon e Sierra Madre Mountains,” 
said Col. Shelley, the other day, and 
met two white men and a Mexican 
and was invited to their quarters, 1 
was just making an interesting haul in a 
game of monte, when my hands were 
seized from behind, a gag was thrust into 
my mouth, and I was relieved of my re. 
volvers ina style that was refreshing in 
its rapidity. Bound like a trussed turkey, 
I was carried all night up the mountains 
on 1 and at e break of day 
was driven through the narrow natural 
gateway that led to the mountain fastness 
ot Chihuahua—a plateau surrounded by 
natural mountain walls. Cliffsrising from 
fifty to 100 feet above the ordinary level, 
approached by tortuous mountain paths, 
made impregnable the eyrie from which 
the famous chief and his followers 
emerged to raid over all the surrounding 
country. For three days and nights I was 
bound to a sapling between two stakes 
and was an animated target for jeers an 
jests and arrows of the bucks and squaws.

DOMINION POLITICS. 


THE GENERAL ELECTIONS TO BE HELD ON 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCn. 

Orrawa, Ont., January 21.—The Dominion 
elections to be held on February 2 will be of 
great importance. From the union of the 
British North American provinces on July 18, 
1867, until November, 1878, when he resigned 
on account of the celebrated Canadian Pacific 
road scandal, SirJobn Macdonald and his 
Tory support controlied the financial affairs 
ofthe country. Alexander Mackenzie and the 
Liberais then succeeded to power and man- 
aged the affairs of State until defeated 
at the polls in September, 1878, 
when Sir John again got the leader- 
ship ofthe Government, which he continued 
to hold up to the present time. The advent 
of the Tory party to power caused the sub- 
stitution of a protective for a revenue tariff, 
and an entire change in the general fiscal 
policy of the Government. This tariff was 
carried into effect in March, 1879. On return- 
ingtothe country for re-election in 1882, on 
the policy that he had adopted, Sir John was 
sustained by an overwhelming majority. 
Flushed with success the Government rushed 
into all kinds of extravagance, increased the 
taxation and destroyed the credit of the coun- 


try abroad. 
THE NATIONAL DEBT. 


On July 1. 1878, the national debt was $174,- 
775,268. On July 1, 1886, it was nearly $300,000, - 
000, an increase of about 70 per cent. In 1878 
the gross debt, per capita, was only $42.89, 
while in 1886 it was $80. Interest on the na- 
tional debt, per capita, was, in 1878, $1.78; in 
1886, $2.10. The annual expenditures have in- 
creased from $23,503,518, in 1878, to $39,176,937, 
in 1886, and the cost of the civil goyernment 
shows an increase of 51 per cent. Notwith- 
standing that during this period of eight 
years duties imposed on imports have been 
increased 50 per cent, on July 1. 1886, 
there was a deficit of $5,800,000 in the 


Treasury, the largest since the confederation, 
The export trade of the country bas increased 
only 2 per cent. Inthe present campaign the 
Knights of Labor and the laboring classes 
enerally are likely to prove an important 
actor. They are opposed tothe immigration 
of people from vbe pauper districts of Ger- 
many and Great Britain, and to the tariff, 
which they say bears heavily on the poor. 
This is noticeabie in the tax on flour, meal 
and coal. Several labor candidates are al- 
ready inthe field, who, if elected, will sup- 
port the Liberal party in Parliament. When 
there is no labor candidate, the labor in- 
fluence will be thrown on the side of the 
Liberals.

The Province of Quebec, whic 
has always been a stronghold of Tories, at the 
recent provincial elections turned out a Tory 
Government. True, the execution of Riel by 
the Conservative Government had much to 
do with the result, but the same influence will 
be felt in the coming elections. This province 
now returns sixty-six members, mostly 
French Canadians, to the Dominion Pdrlia- 
ment, of whom sixteen are Liberals and 
fifty Tories. Ontario, in the recent election, 
unmistakably pronounced itself Liberal, 
baving increased the Liberal majority from 
nineteen to twenty-eight in a legislature of 
ninety members. This Province now gives Sir 
John a majority of 14, and it was here, through 
the large Orange and Protestant influence,that 
he hoped to

The indifference shown by the Government 
with regard to a renewal of the reciprocity 
treaty with the United States has alienated 
many of his Tory supporters. Sir John prom- 
ised that he would endeavor to secure the re- 
newal, but after he got on the Treasury 
benches, he said he was not going down on 
his hands and knees at Washington to ask for 
atreaty. He thought the United States could 
not do without the Canadian fisheries. The 
people of the Maritime Provinces are es- 
pec wag 4 dissatisfied over the course 
he as followed in this mat- 
ter, as their interests are more 
identified with the New Englund States than 
with Upper Canada. In this matter Sir John 
is for coercion, while the policy of the Liberals 
is for the adjustment and settlement of mat- 
ters of dispute by friendly negotiations. 
Allowing for the uncertainties of the ballot, it 
is generally believed that the Liberals, under 
the leadership of Edward Blake, will be re- 
turned to office with a working majority of 
from twelve to fifteen.

THE CATTLE CONTAGION, 


Alarming View of the Situation by the Ili- 
nois Live Stock Board. 


SPRINGFIELD, II., January 21.—A special 
report has been filed with »the Gov- 
ernor by the Illinois Live Stock Commissioners 
calling attention to the alarming extent of 
contagious plieuro-pneumonia prevailing 
among cattle in the City of Chicago, the mag- 
nitude of interests involved and the attend- 
ant danger. The history of the outbreak is 
exhaustively reviewed with the conclusion 
that a necessity exists for a careful 


examination of the that are 
owned in the City Chicago 
and the towns of Hyde Park, Lake, Cicero, 
Jefferson and Lakeview, that have in any way 
been exposed to the infection. The board 
deems the slaughter of all such to be abso- 
lutely necessary to insure safety in the future. 
The Commissioners say that they can scarcely 
expect the removal of quarantine restrictions 
already thrown around the movement of cat- 
tle from this State, unless itis done, nor will 
they consider the cattle industry of the 
State safe until then. They find 
that it is impossible to say 
how many cows must be killed to secure this 
result, but they beligve that it wiJl be at least 
1,90. With premises disinfected and quaran- 
tined for a sufficient time, to render them safe 
wherever diseased cows have been found, the 
Commissiouers believe that further losses from 
the present infection can be averted, but they 
suggest that more effectual laws should be en- 
acted to prevent a future outbreak.
